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Response to Arguments 

Applicanfs arguments filed 06/13/2006 liave been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

As noted in the previous Office Action, when the packet has a status bit that 
reads zero, the data packet is effectively flushed, and the packet (and in addition the 
status and length byte) will be overwritten on the next write (the data packet is written 
into memory locations 2-100 in steps 1-4 of Fig. 8, as in column 25, line 13 ~ column 
26, line 44, especially column 26, lines 30-44; the status and length byte is written into 
memory location 1, as in column 26, lines 61-66; the write pointer is moved to ovenvrite 
the packet and status and length byte, column 28, lines 2-3). 

Additionally, the data and length will be oven^/ritten upon the next write. 
Therefore, the data and length of the packet are effectively flushed and then 
overwritten; both of these interpretations of "flushed" meet the claimed limitations.
